o ne that fell in Mex ico and is no w in the 
Smitbso nean Institute at Washingto n. It 
is in the fo rm o f a seal iinger-ring and 
weighs abo ut fo urteen hundred po unds. It 
is a co mplete ring abo ut fo ur feet in diam­ 
eter. 
It is claimed that the largest co l­ 
lectio n o f meteo rites in the United States, 
if no t in*the wo rld, is at Amherst Co llege. 
It embraces mo re than fiv e hundred spec­ 
imens, weighing abo ut twelv e hundred 
po unds. 
The largest meteo ric iro n, pro ­ 
cured, fro m Co lo rado weighs fo ur hun­ 
dred and thirty -six po unds, and the small­ 
est, fro m New Yo rk, half an o unce; the 
largest entire meteo ric sto ne, o ne fro m 
Ohio , weighs fifty -six po unds, and the 
smallest, fro m Sweden, less than fifty 
grains. 
The smallest specimen o n the 
list fell in Alsace No v . 7 , 1492. 
The Yale 
Co llege co llectio n o f meteo rites numbers 
o ne hundred and fo rty -sev en, o f a weight 
o f abo ut o ne tho usand nine hundred and 
fifty -six po uuds. 
The largest single mass 
kno wn weighs twenty fiv e to ns, and is 
no w in Sto ckho lm; the nex t in size, 
weighing ten to ns, is in Co penhagen ; o ne 
o f fiv e to ns is at the British Museum; St. 
Petersburg has o ne o f 16 8 0 po uuds; Yale 
Co llege, o ne o f 1635 po unds; and the 
Smithso nian Institutio n o ne o f o ne tho us­ 
and fo ur hundred po unds.

“ Do y ou Ki*e th a t m an leading tho^se St. 
B ernard dogs? 
Well, tw o y ears ago he was 
one of the life saving station inspectors, 
and w hile a t a station in the |x‘rform anee 
of his duty he helped in tin* work of assist 
mice to a wrecked vessel. The schooner was 
about half a mile off shore, on a bar, and 
being rapidly broken to pieces by the heavy 
seas. 
The boats were washed aw ay , and 
the crew could be plainly seen signaling 
for assistance. When the lifelsiat was ready 
the inspector insisted upon going w ith the 
erow. 
He took his scut, and when tin* boat 
reached the wreck he went down into the 
cabin to see if there was any oite G low, 
In the hurry and struggle the lifeboat k ft 
the wreck w ith the crew and it was not un 
til they hud landed th a t the absence of tin* 
inspector was discovered. 
“ It so hapiK*ned th at in landing the life­ 
boat had 1mh*j» in jured and would require 
some tim e for repairs. 
It was w inter, and 
they feared the insjwetor would freeze or be 
drowned when the wreck broke up. 
M ean­ 
while the man on the wreck crime on deck* 
and found the boat had left him. 
He was 
try ing to devise some means of getting to 
land when he heard a dog whining in the 
forw ard part of the wreck. 
A t the risk of 
being washed aw ay he w ent forw ard and 
loosed those tw o dogs y ou see following him 
now, and as he was signaled by the station 
people to w ait until th e boat returned he 
got the dogs back in tho cabin and laid 
down with them , and in th a t way prevented 
being frozen to death. 
I t took two hours 
to fix the boat, ami when he got ashore the 
captain of the wrecked schooner made him 
a present of the dogs, th a t have followed 
him ever since.”

Tlio affairs of the household are » 'Mom 
v ery simple affairs; as much tact nml era ti­ 
neas as it iit*eds to manage a great business, 
with book s and clerk s and customers, is 
often required to k eep the system itic work ­ 
ing of things in the family, and accommo­ 
date that to all the interruptions and inter­ 
ferences that daily lift* is sure to bring; to 
k eep the differing tempers of the prisons 
composing the household in any degree har­ 
monious; to stand between master and conk 
and remain uncrushed, between cook and 
housemaid and retain both in serv ice; to 
hav e sick ness in the house and a nurse, and 
retain unyb *<ly; to do one's own work and 
be ready with smiles and cheer and u decent 
front on occasion for company. 
The unprejudiced observ er might well ask 
what manner of woman is it that a man has 
married, when he has so ]>oor an opinion of 
her that he does not believ e she would feel 
his interests as k eenly as he himself le Is 
them, does in*t perceiv e that their interests 
are mutual and that they are work ing to 
the same end; does not want to stiv eadollar 
for the common good as much as he does, 
and is not willing to work os hard and go 
without as much in her own way. 
The un­ 
prejudiced observ er might also ask if the 
husband, who is so close with his purse, con­ 
sidering it his and not the family purse, is 
actuated by no meaner motiv e than distrust; 
if his own outside and purely selfish pleas­ 
ures would not bo interfered with in the ab­ 
straction of funds if the wife were allowed 
to upend as she pleased. 
She has no cigars 
to buy, no drink s to tak e, no billiards to 
play, no exjKuises beyond those of her own 
and the children’s apparel, according to her 
idea of propriety; and what is really a trifle 
in the way of his own expenditure is n v ast 
sum of money to her. 
Women do not expect, a great deal, s ha k ­ 
ing of them in the moss, and not of the scat 
tered few who are the children of luxury. 
We hav e k nown a wife to burst into tears of 
joy at being giv en $25 to prepare her family 
of four with clothing for the summer, going 
without anything new herself; we hav e 
k nown one to tak e the money giv en her by 
a brother for a needed article of clothing, 
and to buy with it a barrel of flour rather 
than tell her husband the flour had come to 
an end; and we hav e k nown another to cut 
up ev ery gown but one that she had in order 
to k eep her girls lit for school, while the hus­ 
band appeaml to k now nothing of what was 
going on, and she satin the chimney corner, 
nev er going out by day, growing old before 
her time, k nowing and seeing almost noth­ 
ing of the world through the w ant of decent 
apparel. 
And if these are isolated instances 
of their k ind it is only because most husbands 
are not really mean, although they may hav e 
to be ask ed for what is wanted, and then 
may giv e it as a gift, considering themselv es 
generous, while tho w iv es feel that they hav e 
a right to the necessaries of life, if no more, 
and that it should bo theirs without ask ing. 
But in the most frequent cast« there is no 
expressed community of interest, no saying 
or implying that there is just so much av ail­ 
able income, and how can it best be used; 
but in the majority of instances, if the wife 
w ants an article of any sort to wear she has 
to appeal to him. giv ing him a statement of 
her wishes and reasons, and conv incing him 
of the necessity of it; she has to do the same 
if it is only a pair <ff new limits; and at the 
thought of a new bonnet she has to dread 
hearing a homily on female v anity and the 
idleness of fashions, while she would be sur­ 
prised at herself if she had a 50 cent piece in 
her pock et with which to answer a call of 
charity or buy 
a spool of silk . 
Nothing 
could hav e been dev ised to mak e her more 
surely feel her inferiority or to teach it to 
the children, who see money doled out to her 
as it is doled out to them. 
If, under such 
circumstances, the wife supplies herself with 
small change in a surreptitious way, filching 
from his pock ets a dime or a nick el at a time 
till she can, at any rate, tak e a ride in the 
street ear without ask ing, and if by means 
of that it happens that his children art* the 
children of a thief and are perhaps born 
k leptomaniacs he has himself to thank for 
the baseness that has been achiev ed—himself 
and his habit of mak ing the handling of 
money the criterion of sense and authority. 
— Harper’s Bazar.

To prov e myself right I hav e only to ask 
any of my readers to go with me into houses 
where hard work , dull, plodding care, a 
monotonous exist nee, unreliev ed by the 
gratification of any of the finer tastes, is the 
order of the day through a monotonous 
stretch of years.

hav e to lie guarded by so many men that 
the line itself would be well occupied in sup­ 
plying w ater to the inv ading forces. 
The 
British ere also finding almost insurmount­ 
able difficulties in endeav oring to connect 
Cabul with the Indian system of railroads, 
the projected line in many places being cut 
in the sheer incline of the precipices forming 
the passes, while the roadbeds in the v alleys 
are liable 1»» resistless inundations in the 
spring months. Tak en altogether, the attack 
and defense of British India on the land side 
form th<* most costly military problems of 
the cent urv . — Fan Franc isco Chronicle.
